OUR NATURAL 
_ RESOURCES 


A great deal has been heard of late 
concerning the resources of the 
prairie provinces. Just what these 
resources are, how they are adminis- 


|tered, and to what extent they are 


now ‘being developed, is briefly bu: 
thoroughly gone into in an interesting 
little pamphlet recently issued by the 
Natural Resources Intelligence Ser- 
vice, Department of the Interior. It 
is called “Natural Resources of the 
Prairie Provinces,” and is a very 
readable and informative handbook 
concerning practical'y all phases of 
the provincia] assets under eight head- 
ings, climate, agriculture, minerals, 
forests, fisheries, water-power, park;, 
game and fur. 

The amazing development of agri- 
culture during the past 20 years, es- 
pecially in Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
is very fully shown, and the present 
trend towards diversified faring, in- 
cluding animal husbandry ani i rti- 
culture, clearly indicated. It inay 
interest many .to learn that wii? che 
population of Manitoba, Saskatche 
wan and Alberta is only 22 percent. 
of the.Dominion’s total, yet these 
three provinces possess in estimated 
grozs agricultural wealth (1922) 52 
percent. of the land, 25 percent. of 
the buildings, 53 percent. of the im- 
plements, 40 percent. of the livestock, 
32% percent. of the poultry and 40 
percent. of the agricultural produc- 
tion of the whole country. Ove~ 26 
million acres are now available’ for 
evtry, and there are tens of mi.iions 
acres more privately held within a 
few miles of existing railways much 
of which can be purchased on advan- 
tageous terms.

Head of U.S. Dies Suddenly at San 
Francisco—Funeral Will Be Simple 
—America and the World Sorrows. 


Warren G. Harding, President of the 
United States, died instantaneously 
and without warning at San Fran- 
cisco on August 2nd, at 7.30 o'clock, 
a victim of a stroke of apoplexy, 
which struck him down in his weak- 
ened condition after an illness of 
exactly a week. 

The chief executive of the nation, 
and by virtue of his office and person- 
ality one of the world’s leading fig- 
ures, succumbed at the time when his 
physicians, his family and his people 
thought that medical skill, hope and . 
prayer had won the battle against 
disease. 

The disease had been conquered, - 
the fire was out, but seven days of 
silent though intense suffering had 
left their mark, and a stroke of 
apoplexy came without an_instant’s 
warning, and. before. physicians. could 
be calied, members of his. party sum- 
moned, or’ remedial measures taken, 
he passed from life’s: stage, .after 
hav.ug for nearly two.and. a. half 
years served his navion.and for many - 
year; his native state of Ohio:

Here and There 


Panama canal tolls for April 
amounted to $1,878,987. 


About $2,300,000 is to be spent on 
the construction of roads and bridges 
in the province of British Columbia 
this year.

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THE STONE MOUNTAIN 
_ GONFEDERATE 
MEMORIAL 


Gutzon Borglum, the noted sculp- 
tor, commenced actual work on the 
Stone Mountain Confederate Me2mor- 
jal on Monday, June 18, with fiimpres- 
sive ceremonies arranged in honor of 
the occasion by the Stone Mountain 
Confederate Monumental Associ- 
ation, which has charge of the great 
undertaking 

Since that time, 5,000 holes have 
been drilled in the granite precipice 
in preparation for “roughing out” the 
figure of General Robert E Lee, the 
central figure in the central group to 
be carved in stupendous proportions 
on the face of the mountain 

Work will go forward on the Mem- 
orial rapidly. Atlanta has been asked 
to raise $250,000, and this amount is 
nearing completion. dt will pay for 
the central group as Atlanta’s contri- 
bution to the Memorial. Georgia's 
quota of $250,000 will be raised imme-

diately following Atlanta's quota; 
then the othcr Southern States and 


the Nation at large will be asked to 
subscribe. The cost of the entire 
memorial group when finished will be 
approximately $3,000,000. 

It would be possible to carve the 
whole panorama across the mountain 
by lowering stone cutters’ and sculp- 
tors on steel cable to do their work, 
but this would require a lifetime or 
more. Machinery has been designed, 
and is now being built by the Brown 
Hoisting Machinery Company, of 
Cleveland, which will speed up the 
work as rapidly as all big construction 
projects are speeded up by the use of 
big machinery. It was through the 
efforts of Lester P. Barlow, a brilliant 
young engineer of Cieveland and oa 
personal friend of Mr. Borglum, that 
a group of the leotre sperineers of 

airy consolidated their efforts 
in working out imis uesign. The whole 
machinery, representing a cost of 
something like $250,000, will be  do- 
nated to the Memorial. 

This machinery is now nearing com- 
pletion in the Brown Hoisting Ma- 
chinery Company'’s:-works in Cleve- 
land, and will soon be ready for ship- 
ment. When the ‘Association's funds 
are sufficient to install and operate 
the machinery in full blast, it will 
place on the precipice a battery of 
fifteen pneumatic drills with an = ag- 
gregate cutting capacity per hour of a 
slot one inch wide, twelve — inches 
deep, and sixteen feet long. Such 
vapid cutting will make it possible 
to remove bulk stone in large quanti- 
ties at high speed, and the = sculptor 
will follow with his rough carving and 
then the finished carving. 
six years, according to careful calcu- 
lations mbade by Mr. Borglum = and 
the engineering staff, the entire pano- 
rama can be completed. 

The central group of figures alone, 
if nothing else were added to them, 
would make a monument unequalled 
jn ancient or modern times, but they 
are only the ‘beginning of a plan so 
vast that its magnitude and grand- 
ur have been heralded in every coun- 
try In the central group will be Rob- 
ert E Lee, Jefferson Davis, Stonewall 
Jackson, and three of four other fig- 
ures yet to be selected, these being 
the principal military figures of the 
Confederacy. 

But when they have been ; 
the great {Memorial will be just -be- 
gun, for the plan is not to stop with 
thescentral group. Jt is proposed to 
utilfze the whoje vast sweep of the 
ggranite precipice as the background 
of a granite picture of an army onthe 
march. The mountasn’s face on the 
northern side is an almost sheer drop 
of about a thosuand feet. Across this 
awe-inspiring wall Mr. Borglum and 
his army of assistants will carve a 
panorama extending a distance of 
eleven hundred feet and a width of 
two hundred feet, giving the effect 
when finished cf an army marching 
over and across and down the moun- 
tain.

Historical Research for The Dominion’ 


Wm. Webber, Montreal, Marquis of Sligo, Captain E, Griffiths, R.N.R, “Empress of France,” Marchioness of Sligo, 


FTER a two-year holiday, completing a mileage 
of 46,000 miles on Canadian Pacific railway and 
steamships, the Marquis and Marchioness of Sligo 
returned to their London home. During their stay 


‘in the Western hemisphere, the Irish peer diverted 


from his main course of travel, visiting all the leading 
republics of South America and in the latter days of 
his travel diverted his course to Southern China, 
where he narrowly escaped by some few minutes be- 
ing taken by bandits. 

Prior to his departure on the S.S. “Empress of 
France,” the distinguished visitor forwarded to the 
Canadian Government an interesting document found 
in the Sligo family correspondence, being a letter 


from tho Hon, Henry Browne, whg was associated 


with the capture of Quebec. 

For some time past, the Marquis has been occupied 
in gathering data about his family and the part they 
played in the history of Canada and the Dominion is 
to reap the benefit of his research. The Marquis 
began his i:esearches with the famous picture of the 
death of Wolfe, by West, and after careful investiga- 
tion he has succeeded in identifying a number of the 
individuals who surrounded the general as he lay on 
the ground.

‘The face of Stone Mountain presents 
a background so vast that figures on 
a scale of less magnitude would seem 
insignificant. A man suspended bya 
steel cable on the figure of General 
Lee painted in outline on the preci- 
pice looks about as large as a butter- 
| fly on a horse 

A man of less resolution and cour- 
age than Gutzon Bosglum would have 
surrendered to the problems and diffi- 
culties confronting him in his plan to 
carve a panorama on Stone Moun- 
jtain. The worid has ‘heard much of 
the magnitude and grandeur of the 
project. ‘but of the obstacles which 
have been overcome it has héard H{t- 
tle. 

It was necessary to blaze new trafls 
from the very beginning. One prob- 
| lem seemed hopeless of solution—to 
| place on the precipice an outline of 
‘the figures. This problem was solved 
by the giant projection lantern. Mr. 
; Borglum’s clay model of the central 
group, made in his studio in Stamford, 
, Connecticut, was photographed. A 
| prigt of the photograph was made on 
ja lantern slide. The lantern threw it 
, clearly and distinctly from the studio 
near the base of the mountain to the 
j, vast Diack wal] looming in the dark- 
‘ness 800 feet away. Then a silhouette 
| was made in black lines of the central 
group figures and this was placed on 
a slide, and the lantern projected the 
silhouette with equal clearness. Men 
with buckets of paint and brushes 
were let down the precipice on cables 
in the darkness, and painted the lines 
in white; and there they stood at 
dawn—a perfect pattern! 

Below the panorama will be chisel- 
ed out of the solid granite a temple of 
stone to be known 4s Memorial Hall, 
in which to preserve for future gener- 
ations the relics of the ‘Southern Con- 
federacy. Across the front of Memor- 
jal Hall will be twelve windows and a 
majestic entrance, representing the 
thirteen States of the Confederacy.. A 
magnificent granite stairway will rise 
from the base of the mountain to the 
entrance, a flight of a ‘hundred feet or 
more. 

Below the Hall, and to the right, 
where the precipice curves back in a 
recess forming a natural sounding- 
board of astonishing power, will be 
erected a vast amphitheater. Granite 
removed from the mountain in prep- 
aration for carving the figures will 
be used in this construction. 

Stone Mountain, on which the gre it 
Memorial ts being carved, is one of 
the world’s great natural wonders. [t 
rises from a comparatively level area 
of country, and {fs unparalleled as a 
curiosity of nature. Behind {t there 
doubtless lies a story of some tragie 
convulsion in prehistoric times. It i: 
a remnant of a once-existing, meen 
larger granite mass, as is shown by 
the same stone extending over a be! 
several miles in width. 

The mountain is a solid monolith 9 
fine granite, the largest rock in the 
world. The doming mass is appare1.t- 
ly formed of varying thicknesses, re- 
markably uniform in = color, texture, 
and composition. 

The mountain lies sixteen miles east 
of Atlanta, situated on a level plateau 
2,000 feet above sea level. It covers 
an area of about two square miles, 
and contains 7,500,000 cubic feet of 
cark granite. It measures seven niil- 
es in circumference around the base, 
and rises to an altitude of 867 feet 
above the surrounding country. On 
the north side the rise is almost p?r- 
pendicular, and on this surface the 
great: Memorial will be carved.

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MR. SAPIRO, THE NEWSPAPERS 
AND THE PREMIER 


The coming to Alberta of Mr Aaron 
Sapiro, the authority on farming co- 
operation, has given occasion for a 
somewhat bitter controversy between 
Mr. Greenfield, the Premier, and 
some of his henchman on the one side, 
and the Calgary Herald and Edmon- 
ton Journal onthe other. The Herald 
thas published verbatim the whole 
correspondence between its manag- 
ing editor and Mr. Wood of the U. 
F. A. and the Government. Judging 
from that correspondence so pubtish- 
ed it is difficult to see what possible 
ground for complaint the Premier or 
Mr. Wood can have. The Herald sug- 
gested bringing Mr. Sapiro to Alberta 
‘and offered to pay the expense. Mr. 
Wood replied that this was an excel- 
lent idea, and that the Alberta gov- 
ernment itself hoped to bring him 
in, and promised to inform the Her- 
ald of the result of the attempt. No 
such information having reached the 
newspapers, they decided to move on 
their own responsibility, and they 
have succeeded in bringing Mr. Sapiro 
here. Then Mr. Wood refuses to co- 
operate, and the Premier launches 
a charge of bad faith at the two pap- 
ers. On the surface, at any rate, it 
looks as if the Government had 
thought, talked and hesitated over 
what seemed like a promising scheme, 
while the newsapers had first talked 
and then acted in view of the Gov- 
ernment’s inaction. It would seem as 
though the Government and the U. F. 
A. might well have been grateful to 
the newspapers instead of attacking 
them If, as is stated, the Govern- 
ment and the U.F.A. thought that Mr. 
Sapiro might usefully be brought here, 
why should they complain when he is 
so brought without any expense to 
the U.F.A. or the public? Are they 
annoyed because they themselves 
have not reaped the sole credit for a 
practical move to help the farmers 
whom they profess to help? Did they 
alone want to be allowed to stage the 
conference and direct its course? It 
would be surprising and a matter for 
regret if the Premier were really 
guilty of such a comparatively petty 
attitude. Hitherto he has always 
been regarded as a man_ honestly 
anxious to put the public welfare be- 
fore the advantage of his party only. 
Because of that reputation the public 
has been inclined to regard leniently 
the failure of his government to do 
anything but pass trivial and some- 
times annoying acts or amendments 
to acts and appoint new officials, 
while Jeaving unimproved the crucial 
questions of provincial credit or the 
farmers’ marketing arrangements.

APPROACHING CHAOS 
IN GERMANY 


Probably not very many people in 
Western Canada give much considet- 
ation to what is going on in Germany. 
They read ha‘tily the daily telegrains, 
which mention from time to time the 
continuous fall in the value of German 
money, and the interminable discus- 
sion between France and Great Brit- 
ain as to the reparations questioa, 
but it all seems very far away, and 
they are sick of Europe and its quar- 
rels. Yet the economic situation of 
Germany affects all Europe and that 
of Europe affects the whole world. As 
the United States is discovering, it is 
impossible for the people of North 
America to ignore Europe, however 
much they would like to do so. 

The German mark in pre-war days 
was worth about 25 cents or 4 to 
the $1.00. A Canadian dollar is now 
worth about 250,000 (two hundred and 
fifty thousand) marks. That is to 
say, German money has ceased to 
have any real value at all. Prices of 
all real commodities, food included, 
have reached in Germany fantastic 
heights. A pound of butter costs in 
marks a sum which would have been 
a fortune in former days. A little 
consideration will show what this 
means to large numbers of _ people. 
Suppose that a man had saved and 
invested in mortgages enough money 
to give him an income of 10,000 marks, 
or about $2500.00 per year. In pre- 
war days he was. comfortably _ off. 
now, what is his position? His mort- 
gages and their interest have’ the 
same nominal value, but their actual 
value is not enough to pay for a 
ride on a street car. In other words. 
he is utterly ruined. This applies to 
all those with fixed incames from in- 
vestments or endowments such as 
insurance policies. They are per- 
haps a comparatively small ciass.

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not succeed to any great extent. Tt 
the elaborate machinery of a great 
state breaks down, as it is breaking 
down in Germany, primitive instincts 
tend to assert themselves. If the city 
mobs cannot buy food, they will take 
it by force. Tf the farmers! cannot 
get paid for their produce in the or- 
dinary way, they will keep their pro- 
duce on the farms and let the cities 
starve. When men starve they are 
apt to revert to savages. That is 
what happened and is still happening 
in Russias That is what many in and 
out of Germany are beginning with 
dread to anticipate there. None can 
say confidently in what way present 
tendencies will develop. Germany is 
not Russia. The Germans are one of 
the best educated, most highly organ- 
{zed and disciplined races in the 
world. It is likely that their leaders 
have to some extent foreseen the 
present happenings, and have lait 
their plans accordingly, but there are 
sharp divisions of class and opinion 
in Germany. The old military and 
aristocratic party are wholly hostile 
to the moderate republicans now nom- 
{nally in power. The Communists are 
the bitrer enemies of both. There is 
ample evidence that the Soviet Gov" 
ernment of Russia is intriguing in 
Germany ready to take advantage of 
any disturbances there. The natural 
tendency of Germany in her time of 
distress is to turn to Russia as the 
enemy of Britain, France and Poland 
Acting together, these two might 
again set Europe in a blaze, if thev 
could get the material means of doing 
so. 

There is no reason to be in the 
least sorry for Germany. She is 
reaping what she sowed, and if the 
result of the harvest is to leave the 
Germans nothing but their eyes to 
weep with, it will be only what their 
national hero Bismarck wished to 
leave the French in 1871. The danger 
is that if Germany lapses into a chaos 
hke that of Russia and China, it will 
mean that practically all Asia outside 
of India and half of Europe, will be 
in a condition of anarchy. The conse- 
quences for the rest of the world, if 
only from the standpoint of trade, 
must inevitably be serious. Yet it 
seems as if nothing can be done but 
to look on and watch events take 
their course.

Province at the first possible moment. 
If there is one thing more than ano- 
ther that has prevented and still pre- 
vents the rapid growth and develop- 
ment of this city, it is the exorbitant 
cost of power to prospective indus- 
tries.

| AMERICAN ALPINISTS MAKE FIRST ASCENTS 
OF PEAKS IN THE CANADIAN ROCKIE‘“ 


Two of the highest peaks in Jas- 


per National Park, Mount Unwin 
and Mount Brazeau, have just been 
climbed for the first time. ~ The 
honor of making these first ascents 
has fallen to Mr. Howard Palmer, 
of New London, Conn. and Mr. 
Allen Carpe, of New York, men who 
have won international reputations 
in Alpine work. It was Mr. Palmer 
who first ascended Mount Sir Sand- 
ford, the giant of the northern Sel- 
kirks, He is the vice-president of 
the American Alpine Club and a 
member of the Alpine Club of Lon- 
don. Mr. Carpe is a member of the 
American, Canadian and Swiss 
Alpine Clubs. Both are Fellows of 
the Royal Geographical Society. 

The climbers left the Canadian 
National Railways at Jasper and 
proceeded to Maligne Lake, a dis- 
tance of thirty-five miles, and in 
seventeen days explored and map- 
ped a territory of remarkable scenic 
beauty. Interviewed on their return 
to Jasper Park Lodge, they de- 
scribed the trip as one of the most 
interesting made in several years of 
mountaineering. 

“The object of the expedition,” 
said Mr. Carpe, “was to explore 
the mountains between Maligne 
Lake and Brazeau Lake, particu- 
larly to locate and climb Mount 
Brazeau and to map the extensive 
Brazeau ice field. Mount Brazeau 
and Brazeau ice field were discov- 
ered and named by Prof. A. P, 
Coleman, of Toronto, who visited 
them in 1894 from’ the Brazeau 
Lake side and made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to climb Mount Braz- 
eau, which he estimated to be 11,000 
feet high. The mountain had not 
been approached since then and the 
country had not been mapped, so 
that the location of Mount Brazeau 
and Brazeau ice field were uncer- 
tain. We made the first ascent of 
Mount Brazeau and three other 
nameless peaks in the vicinity, also 
of the prominent mountain on the 
south shore of Maligne Lake, 
known as Mount Unwin. From our 
observations, we were able to iden- 
tify the Mount Brazeau Range, with 
the mountains visible directly at the 
head of Maligne Lake, about seven 
miles east of the position shown on 
the current maps. We obtained 
other topographical data which has 
not yet been worked out 

“For the ascent of Mount Brazeau 
we rowed across Maligne Lake to 


near its head and carried packs up 
the stream, entering from the south. 
From a camp at the head of this 
valley, we first climbed a peak on 
the south, about 9,300 feet high, for 
purposes of observation. Then, we 
left camp at six am., ascended the 
glacier at the head of the valley and 
climbed up an icy gully to the sum- 
mit of the fine dome-shaped snow 
peak visible from the lake. This 
peak is about 10,600 feet high and 
is situated on the edge of the large 
Brazeau Ice field, of which it com- 
mands a good view. This summit 
was reached at one p.m. Proceed- 
ing along the crest of the range to- 
wards the north we reached a2 
second summit of nearly the same 
height at about 3.30 p.m., and at 
last attained the main summit of 
Mount Brazeau at 6.10 p.m., over 
very steep snow slopes. The alti- 
tude of Mount Brazeau appears to 
be at least 11,000 feet. Leaving the 
summit at 6.30 p.m., we retraced the 
same route and reached camp at 
1.50 a.m., the descent of the glacier 
being made in total darkness, 


“Mount Unwin was climbed from 
the southwest from a camp in the 
Maligne Valley about twelve miles 
above the foot of Maligne Lake. 
This is a double-topped mountain, 
both summits being well over ten 
thousand feet. The south and wost 
faces are made up of an intricate 
series of cliffs and ridges through 
which we climbed to the final snow- 
covered summit. In several places, 
impassable cliffs were circumvented 
by traverses on icy ledges and in 
steep couloirs, requiring step cut- 
ting. We left camp at 5.45 a.m.; 
the summit was reached at 4.15 
p.m., and camp regained at 10.50 
Pm 

“The view from Mount Unwin 
was among the most expansive 
which we have ever seen, extending 
from Mount Forbes in the south 
through the Columbia group, with 
Mount Alberta and the great Col- 
umbia ice field, the Wood River 
and Hooker groups, Mounts Fryatt 
and Cavell, the Fraser and Geikie 
groups to Mount Robson and Reso- 
lution in the north and the Brazeau 
Range in the east. In the distance, 
Mount Sir Sandford and the Ada- 
mant Range, in the northern Sel- 
kirks, were clearly visible, and 
nameless peaks on the Gold and 
Cariboo Ranges.”

DOMINION EXPERI- 
MENTAL STATION 


LACOMBE, ALBERTA, 
FRIDAY, AUGUST 10th 


On July 27th several hundred — far- 
mers visited the Experimental Sta- 
tion at Lacombe. Owing to bad roads 
many were unable to come, and for 
this reason it has been decided to re- 
peat the programme on Friday, Aug- 
ust 10th.

wheat, oats, barley, sunflowers, corn,

Winnipeg, August 6.—Hundreds of 
powerful engines and box cars, the 
aggregate length of which would 
cover many miles of siding, are being 
concentrated at strategic points 
throughout the prairie provinces, 
within easy reach of the great wheat 
fields along the lines of the Canadian 


National Railways in preparation for 
moving the 1923 crop. From present 
indications it is anticipated that the 
yield this year will be the heaviest 
in the history of Canada, and prepara- 
tions are being made that the wheat 
once it commences moving market- 
ward, will flow steadily and without 
interruption through the funnel at 
the head of the lakes on its way to 
the world markets. 

All available box cars are being 
moved westward to points where 
they will be in demand once the 
flow of grain begins and additional 
motive power also is being gathered 
at western divisfonal points along the 
Canadian National. Engines which 
required attention before being plac- 
ed in the heavy grain hauling service 
have been given the necessary over- 
hauling and “tuning up” while box 
cars Which required repairs have 
been given those repairs in anticipa- 


ticn of being placed in the grain 
hauling service. Much new rolling 
stock has been added to the Cana- 


dian National Railways equipment in 
preparation for the opening of grain 
shipment, and no stone has been left 
urturned in the effort to ensure that 
grain shall move forward without de- 
lay and without danger of blockades. 

In addition to the preparation of 
equipment for the actual movement 
‘of grain eastward to the lake head or 
westward through the Pacifie Coast 
outlet a new terminal has been com- 
pleted at Neebing, near Fort William, 
the operation of which will assist 
greatly in classifying and distributing 
cars of grain bound to the lake ports 
as well as general freight whether 
east or west bound. The Neebing 
Terminal with its 438 miles of track, 
will be in operation for the handling 
of the 1928 crop. 

Preparation for the movement of a 
huge crop such as this year is promis- 
ed along the western lines of the 
Canadian National Railways = entails 
an immense amount of labor on the 
part of railway officials and this year 
has keen uo exception. Box cars and 
car crain deors are being distributed 
to all points, and no effort is being 
spared to secure the returns from for- 
eign lines of all Canadian National 
Railway cars which can be utilized 
for grain carrying. 

With the opening of the grain 
movement all available Canadian Na- 
donal rolling stock will be pressed 
into service as required and efforts 
Will bo maintained to have all empties 
rushed back to prairie points for 
further grain carrying work. New 
hox cars, to the number of 1,000, have 
heen ordered for delivery in time for 
the grin movement and western ship- 
pers utilizing the services of the 
Canadian National Railways will find 
the executive and officials of that 
system ready to handle the 1928 
grain business expeditiously in “The 
National Way.”

New Stamp Tax to 
Start August Ist 


The first of the changes in the 
stamp taxes made by the recent bud- 
get become operative on August 1. 
One dolar will then be the maximum 
tax on cheques, bills of exchange and 
receipts for money paid to a person 
by a bank, chargeable against a de- 
posit to his credit; express money or- 
ders, travellers’ cheques and fost 
Office orders. 

After October 1st postage stamps 
may not be used in payment of stamp 
taxes for revenue purposes. Excise 
stamps only may be used, and these 
may be bought from any collector of 
customs or bank. 

The receipt tax makes taxable re- 
ceipts for $10 or upwards on post- 
cards, form letters and ordinary let- 


oo and this is effective on August 

Another amendment provides that 
a-receipt liable to tax shall not, ex- 
cept in criminal proceedings, be giv- 
en in evidence or be available for 
any purpose unless it is duly stamped. 

The new sales tax will be effective 
only on January 1.
